Winter is being cared for at llfc East 


Main street sanitarium, while -,VaIsh 


is occupying a cell in the i:Hy ptis- 
on. A charge of shooting with -.ntent 


to kill was placed against Walsh, 1 ut 
this may he changed to murder in tie 
first degree, should Winter die. 


The wounded officer lives in Pitts- 


burg and is employed by the Perkins' 
Detective Agency of that city. He has 
been doing police duty for a number 
of years and has always been recog- 
nized as a fearless officer and one 'rho 
used good judgment in the discharge 
of his duties. 


He came here about t\\o weeks ago 


and bee;

. Wehrlc Company to protect its plant 
and employes from violence

hands of the striking polishers. These 
men work in pairs> and Winter's part- 
ner was J. J. Swaney, also of Piusbu'-g. 


When the officers went on duty this 


morning it was decided that the tow-

I'u&ed to obey the mandates of those 
who have ordered a strike which is not 
only unnecessary, but which does not 
command the sympathy of organized 
labor throughout the city. 


Winter and Swaney were on t'he rail- 


proad^bridge which crosses the canai 
'-west of Wilson street, when they no- 


ticed Walsh and another man whose 
name is given by Walsh as Haggarty 
along the tow-path. 


The officers called to them to move 


on and not loiter on the 
forbid.Ion 


ground. 
The two men refused 
and 


made several insulting remarks to the 
offifficers. The latter then went down to 
the tow-path and again 
ordered the 


men to move. Walsh is said to have 
remarked: "You're not big enough to 
make me move.'' at the same time ap- 
plying a vile epithet to Winter. 


The officer made a grab for Walsh 


but was not Quick enough to prevent 
him from drawing a 38-caliber revolv- 
er, which he discharged point blank at 
Winters, at such close quarters thai, 
'he officer's clothing 
and skin were 


burned where the bullet took effect. 
The ball entered the left side below 
the heart, took an upward course and 
was then deflected by the breast bone, 
and i: is supposed that it went aro'intJ 
the man's body and was taken out from 
just under the skin at the small of 
the back. 


After being shot. Winter 
took the 


gun from Walsh and 
handed it to 


Swaney and then took h!s prisoner sev- 
eral hundred yard? whrn he was turn- 
ed over to Lieutenant Fritz and L:ou- 
tonanr Shnmley. who brought him to 
the city prison.

companion. 


A hurry call was sent for Dr. D. M.

placed in the ambulance and taken to

where Dr. D. M. Smith removed the 
bullet and rendered the necessary sur- 
gical attention. 


Winter is clear grit, and never winc- 


ed when the torturing probe was ap- 
plied. He was perfectly conscious and 
even aided the attendants 
in their 


ministrations, not a groan 
escaping 


his lips. 


"I know what you have to do. Doc,"' 


said the wounded man, "as 
lam a 


graduate in medicine myself. I know 
you're there, but if its no worse than 
this I can stand it. I believe, however^ 
that my kidney is involved, as it is 
there the most of the suffering 
is." 


As he said the latter he turned over 


and put his hand on the small of his 
back. 
A lump was there 
nearly as 


large as an egg, the surface appearing 
congested with blood. It was hard to 
the touch, and by a slight incisi9n Dr. 
Smith removed the bullet. 


After giving the wound a thorough 


antiseptic dressing and properly ban- 
daging it, Winter was removed from 
the operating

ter Winter had been shot, Wm. Man- 
sey, a striking polisher, made a re- 
mark that all of them (referring to 
the officers) ought to be treated the 
same way as Winter. 


Officer Shields put Mansey under ar- 


rest and iic is charged with disorderly 
conduct and inciting 
a riot.

Walsh and Mansey were brought, to the 
city in-ison iu Dr. D. M. Smith's auto- 
mobile. 


Captain Kravor. who has charge of 


the special officers^ gave them instruc- 
tions when they first came here to be 
lenient with the strikers; 
under no 


circumstances to pay any attention to 
remarks hurled at them and to use a 
gun 
only in case one was 
drawn 


against one of them. 
This leniency 


will come to an end with the shooting 
of Winter and the offifficers 
are now 


determined 
to 
protect ihem.-elves 


against a repetition of this morning's 
occurrence with probably more serious 
results. 


On all sides are heard nothing but 


sympathy for the wounded officer and 
commendation for his forbearance in 
not slaying the man who 
so nearly 


snuffed out his life.

were filed there last April against Ma- 
jor Taggart, who is suing his wife for 
divorce at Wooster, O., but no action 
was taken upon the charges nor will 
anything be done until the termina- 
tion of the present suit. The charges 
relate to matters out of which the di- 
vorce suit developed. Taggart also 
filed charges against General Miner 
some time ago. but they were consid- 
ered trivial and were dismissed.

death resulted from injuries received 
in a boxing contest held on an Amer-

Merchants of Flowery Kingdom Start- 


ed the 
Boycott as Reprisal 
For 


Treatment of Favored Classes and 
Is Purely a "Private Enterprise," 
Says Wong Kai 
Kah. 


San Francisco, Aug. 10.—Among the 


pass* n^ers on the steamer Mongolia, 
which has arrived here 
from the 


orient, is Wong Kai Kah. Chinese im- 
perial trade commissioner, accompa- 
nied by his secretary. He is going to 
Washington. 
It is said the object of. 


his trip is lo discuss the boycott and 
the proposed new exclusion treaty. 


Wong Kai Kah wishes to impress 


upon the American people that the 
Chinese government has nothing to do 
with the boycott of American goods, 
and says that this is a "private enter- 
prise" on the poit of the merchants 
and the gentrj- ot tlu- flowery kingdom 
and is the result of our treatment of 
the favored classes who come to this 
country. 
He said: "I shall probably 


go to the different commercial centers 
which have trade with our country. I 
want it understood that th^rc is not 
an official in China who has anything 
to do with the boycott, and as a last 
•word. I will say thai it is the earnest 
desire of my government to have the 
most friendly relations with the Unit- 
ed States." 


The Mongolia brings news that the 


boycott is stated in Honolulu to have 
originated there, \\bere it was urged 
among Chinese as long ago as Febru- 
ary, 1901. Ching Yee Om. editor of a 
Chinese daily paper which has Fom<j 
circulation in various parts of China, 
claims to have been the originator of 
the movement. A yoar and a half ago 
he urged such action upon his country- 
men on the ground that their govern- 
ment was not strong enough to resist 
the treatment being given by Ameri- 
cans to Chinese who have a right to 
travel in America. The steamer Mon- 
golia, which was in Amoy July 14, had 
some difficulty getting Chinese coolies 
to work on her cargo.

_al at Shanghai, just from the orient, 
say's" the cause of the Chinese boycott 
is the discourteous treatment some in- 
fluential Chinese officials received at 
the hands of immigration officials on 
landing at San Francisco.

China show that Shanghai is the only 
place where the boycott against Amer- 
ican goods assumed a serious aspect. 
At Canton the movement has made 
some headway, but at other points it 
has not been successful. 
This infor- 


mation was supplied in response to 
instructions sent some days ago to 
Minister Rockhill and the consular of- 
ficers in China to keep the state de- 
partment advised as to the progress 
of the boycott. 
One dispatch on this 


subject was not. made public at the 
state- department, but was sent to the 
piesident at Oyster Bay.

It Requires a Genius to Manage the 


Army It Employs. 


The housekeeper of a great hotel is 


one of those geniuses who are born and 
iiot made. She must possess an abso- 
lute talent for taking care of linen, tact 
in detecting dust, a subtle ability in 
training servants. In short, she must 
know how everything in the realm of 
housekeeping should be done and mar- 
shal her forces for the doing of it with 
the mathematical discretion of a geu- 
eral. 


Take, for example, the woman in 


charge of the internal economy of such 
an establishment as the Hotel Astor, 
Xew York's uew $7.000,000 hostelry. 
She has under her supervision nearly 
200 maids and men aud two assistants 
to help her :u the mere work of admin- 
istration, each required to be on duty 
every other morning at 6 o'clock and 
to stay at her post until nearly mid- 
night.. The army which the house- 
ieeper and her lieutenants direct in- 
cludes, a corps of men to do the deali- 
ng, with several head cleaners, and 
•mother corps of women cleaners; a 
)attalion of parlor maids, one of cham- 
bermaids and a third of maids' maids 
to look after the rooms of the hotel 
•mployees. 
Besides these there are 


mlf a dozen young women in the linen 
room who are clever seamstresses and 
whose time is given to darning hice 
urtains that have been torn, making 
the maids' caps, giving out the linen 
ind receiving it as it comes from the 
aunriry, and so on. 
Directing the energies of such a force 


of workers involves innumerable in- 
spections, constant supervision and un- 
ending patience. The head housekeep- 
er of the Astor is not an easy person 
to see, partly because she is so hard 
to find. Her duties seem to call her 
everywhere at once. First comes her 
daily tour of the linen and supply 
rooms on each floor; then a glance into 
each of the several drawing rooms, 
which must be kept scrupulously dust- 
less. If furniture "is to be moved the 
head housekeeper must be on hand to 
see that proper care is exercised and 
that everything is arranged as it ought 
to be. 


Strict count must be kept of the lin- 


en issued, the reserve 
mattresses, 


blankets, pillows and all the rest of the 
household equipment. If an extra bed 
or chair is needed there must be a 
visit to the furniture supply rooms. 
The up to date hotel undertakes to 
meet the slightest whim of any of its 
guests instantly, and every request 
imaginable — some entirely 
sensible, 


others quite unreasonable—must be 
carried out promptly, no matter how 
dlfilcult its fulfillment may be. 


Human Iiicmbntors. 


The inhabitants of Pateros, a town 


on the Pasig river, near Manila, place 
the old men and women of their village 
in long narrow boats called bancas, 
cover them (with the exception of their 
faces) with duck eggs and allow the 
heat of the suu. and their bodies to 
hatch the eggs. These human incu- 
bators are well fed and receive every 
attention during the time of intuba- 
tion and are relieved for four hours 
each day by some younger member of 
the family.

In the town of Syracuse, Ohio, on 


the Ohio river, four miles above Pom 
eroy, a town of about 2000 inhabitants 
no negro is permitted to stay in th 
town over night under any considera 
tion. This is an absolute rule in tin 
year 1905, and it 1'as existed for sev 
eral generations.

this unwritten law for keeping

negro from staying in the town ove 
a single night is in the hands of th 
boys from 12 to 20 years of age, whil 
the attempt of a negro to become 
resident of the town is resisted b 
the town en masse. 


When the colored man is seen in th 


town during the day he is generally tol 
of these traditions, if he is so ignor 
ant as not to know them already, an( 
is warned to leave before sundown. 
If he fails to take heed, he is sur- 
rounded at about the time darkness 
begins, and is addressed by the leade 
of the gang in about this language. 


"No nigger is allowed to stay in this 


town over night. We don't care what 
you are here for. Get 
out of here

competition. 
Certainly 
they 


would as readily 
associate 
with a 


snake as permit a black man to work 
by their side. They almost feel that 
he defiles anything that he touches. 


To the women he is an objeei'to be 


dreaded and feared, even in the day- 
time. 


The little children are taught to fear 


the black man with all the horrors as- 
sociated with that name. The writer 
has seen many a child frightened al- 
most into hysterics at the mere sight 
of a colored man_ and he was himself 
imbued with the terror. 


What has caused this fear? No crime 


has ever been committed by a negro 
within the town, although many ihaye 
occurred near by, 
which, 
perhaps, 


serve to maintain 
the 
prejudice in 


spite of many things that might have 
worked toward undermining it. 


Since the town was founded, about 


1815, not a single negro family has 
lived in it.

of them to the acre. 


The frogs are shipped in cans of 400 


each, packed simply in wet moss.

Rodeni-ei.nky Goes Balking With- 
out His Monocle. Exciting Summer 


_ Girls—Wltte's Dissipation la Tea. 


On the Wentworth hotel piazza at 


Portsmouth, X. H., with throe pretty 
New York girls singing "Tam-a-nee- 
tani-a-nee" like April robins and two 
Russian attaches beating time with 
their diplomatic heels, settling a big 
•war does not outwardly impress one 
as such a prodigiously serious ziffair, 
says a special dispatch from Ports- 
mouth to the New York Herald. The 
perspective of distance must be had to 
bring out the gravity. 


In this environment there is too 


much of the lighter stratum of human- 
ity -coming to the surface. 
The gen- 


tlemen of the foreign suits are alto- 
gether human in their love of amuse- 
ment, and the pretty New England 
girls are bewitchiugly human. 


There are driving and dancing and 


swimming and a score of pleasurable 
things to be done, all of which irre- 
sistibly lead away from thoughts of 
.cessions, indemnities and battle fields. 
The four envoys are serious men, and 


* their dally conduct and the expression 


of their faces show how heavily the 
responsibility is weighing upon them. 
They, and possibly the two secretaries. 
know what is going on. With every 
one else there is nothing but specula- 
tion. Except that they are more close- 
ly acquainted with affairs of the far 
east the Russian and Japanese corre- 
spondents are ho better informed con- 
cerning the proceedings of the confer- 
ence room than the men representing 
the New York newspapers. 


"It'is a game of what you call wait 


for him and look some happiness," 
said a little Japanese correspondent 
the other morning, and his expression 
very well describes the situation. 


The- cordial and almost neighborly 


relations that are being established 
between the diplomats and the sum- 
mer .colony, particularly the younger 
members, are very gratifying to the 
Americans and just as agreeable to 
the visitors. 
A dozen times a day 


little things occur which set off a 
broadside of laughter on the verandas. 


Not long ago -M. Adachi and M. 


Ochiai, two Japanese secretaries, were 
strolling down the driveway in front 
of the hotel. 
Coming along behind 


them'were two small boys and"a little 
girl, children of a Pittsburgh millionaire. 
They w.ere riding bicycles and ap- 
proached 
the secretaries unnoticed. 


They were riding with about the same 
abandon that the Roosevelt children fly 
around 
Sagamore 
Hill—hair flying, 


arms swinging and feet dangling. The 
secretaries walked on absorbed in their 
conversation 
about 
the conference 


when, directly behind them sang out 
an energetic little voice: 
"Clear the 


track there, Baron Shoot the Shoots. 
I'll-run right over you!"' 


The secretaries made a quick move, 


but turned out on the wrong side, and , 
thump went the bicycle against their 
legs. Off rolled the girl and one of the 
boys. M. Ochiai, with profuse bowing 
and apologies, tried to help the little 
girl to her seat. • With cart American 
bjuntness she pushed away from bim. 
"Get out, you old thing! Why don't ybu 
walk on the grass?" she exclaimed as 
she hopped on her wheel and dashed 
away, hurling back a cloud of dust in 
the diplomat's face. That pleased the 
Japanese immensely. A burst of laugh- 
ter echoed from the hotel, and the two 
secretaries lifted their hats, first to 
the audience and then to the retreating 
figures of the children. 


M. Witte and Barou Rosen are keep- 


ing more closely to their rooms since 
the actual business of the conference 
began and have mingled with the 
crowd very little during the last few 
days. Younger members of the Rus- 
sian- delegation appear at night and 
particularly when there is dancing in 
the big ballroom. M. Pokotiloff, Rus- 
sian minister to Peking, and M. Rodes- 
vensky are very good dancers—in. fact, 
the most graceful men at the hotel— 
and have become ballroom favorites. 
The Japanese do not dance, but they 
are seen erery eight standing by the 
great windows that look in upon the 
floor watching the others. 


Siuce the extreme hot weather de- 


scended upon Newcastle the big swim- 
ming pool a few yards from the hotel 
has become a popular retreat, and 
thence flock a larger part of the fash- 
ionables every morning. In swimming 
as well as iu dancing the Russians are 
more expert than the Japanese. M. 
Rodesvensky wears a large monocle, 
which caused considerable amusement 
among the gliding contingent of the 
summer girls the first night he ap- 
peared. The other morning it was au- 
nounced that M. Rodesveusky was put- 
ting on a bathing suit,'' and in a jiffy 
tlier* ".-as a swarm of girls, all in their 
prettiest bathing attire, at the pool to 
see if the handsome Russian would j 
really wear his funny little eyeglass i 
when he dived. 
j 


He did not. 
He sauntered down to • 


the pool without it, asked a young 
man about the depth of the water and 
then created a commotion in the water 
like that of a litiste sturgeon when it 
leaps to the surface for air. Such 
aquatic antics the Wentworth swim- 
ming pool had never seen. He swan; 
backward and forward with his feet, 


with his bauds, under the water and 
on the surface, floated and dived until 
It made the summer girls dizzy to 
watch him. M. Witte and Baron Ro- 
sen • take DO part in these pastimes. 
They dine together at a small table in 
a small room iu the Russian quarters. 
There they may chat and smoke ciga- 
rettes as they please. 


Smoking is not allowed in the public 


dining room, and that was one of the 
reasons why the two distinguished 
Russians decided to have their meals 
privately. They must have their ciga- 
rettes, and they must have their gossip 
meantime. 
With the Japanese it is 


quite different. 
Including Baron Ko- 


luura, they come into the public din- 
ing nwai in pairs and singly nud sit 
anywhere the head waiter chooses to 
place them. While eating they are al- 
ways silent and are continued smok- 
ers, I;!;- the Russians. 


M. Wiite is unquestionably the most 


popular member of the distinguished 
party with the summer colony and is 
regarded Avith more serious attention 
taau the others. 
For all that, he is 


really the most democratic of the four 
principals and appear absolutely uu- 
miudful 
of the attention 
bestowed 


upon him. 


When tlie big automobiles and tally- 


hos leave with the envoys and their 
secretaries for the navy yard in the 
morning, everybody is out to see them 
off. 
The occasion bubbles over with 


good nature and good fellowship, not 
at all unlike the scene of departure of 
a coaching party from one of the New 
York hotels where a group of acquaint- 
ances is assembled. The secretaries 
go in the tallyhos and the four en- 
voys in automobiles. Baron Komura 
and Minister Takahira get away with- 
out much ado. With the same inipas- 
siveuess each morning they appear iu 
their loug frock coats and tall hats, 
the baron always walking a little in 
advance. As they step into the auto- 
mobile they are cheered cordially and 
the salute is courteously acknowledged 
with tiiat same jerky bow from the 
hips that all the Japanese have. 


Then comes M. Witte, massive and 


smiling, his heavy cane thumping 
across the piazza, bowing in whichever 
direction comes the loudest cheer. 
Grouped about him on the lawn and 
the veranda are scores of girls in de- 
liciously 
cool shirt waists and as 


many men in duck and striped flannels. 
Cameras by the dozen click around the 
circle. The women wave their hand- 
kerchiefs and the men clap their bands 
and shout cheery greetings. Occasional- 
ly a quartet or sextet or girls surprises 
the big Russian with a pleasant little 
parody on "Tammany" or some of the 
popular songs of the day. And these 
chips of song service are always com- 
plimentary to him. He doesn't under- 
stand the words, but he knows they 
are friendly and his broad face lights 
up with an approving smile. Deliber- 
ately he climbs into the automobile, 
still lifting his hat and bowing as the 
big machine whizzes toward the navy 
yard. 


Cigarettes and tea are M. Witte's 


only convivial indulgences. He drinks 
very little wine, but ten he must have. 
No sooner Is ho seated in a. comfortable 
nook of the palm garden than he calls 
up his servant and seads for hot wa- 
ter. 
The brew is looked after by M. 


Witte himself. 
Such- tea as • Ameri- 


cans use is not at all to the taste of the 
Russian. 
When the hot water has 


been produced and the Uttle silver pot 
set steaming M. Write is happy. Again 
and again the servant pours out the 
hot beverage until M. Witte, with a 
kindly gesture, says, "Chayu neit," 
meaning no more tea." The teapot and 
hot water are removed and M. Witte's 
dissipation ends. 


Those of tte Japanese who are now 


in America for the first time are cau- 
tiously investigating all that is Ameri- 
can. 
At the table they order all the 


dishes new to them, but make no com- 
ment as to whether- or not they are 
suited. 
Rye whisky they openly pro- 


nounce something to be discarded. 
Scotch they are accustomed to and 
fond of, but rye they say "makes you 
to gasp." 


Romance is getting a foothold here 


among the dashing attaches and the 
pretty young women, and unless all 
gossips are groundless exclusive social 
circles both in New York and Boston 
may soon have something really inter- 
esting to talk about. 
Commander 


Isham Takeshita, Japanese naval at- 
tache at Washington, has completely 
captivated the summer girls. 


On days when the conference is in 


session the military attaches appear in 
uniform and have quite eclipsed the 
Russian 
in 
making 
acquaintances 


among the fair sex. 
With the same 


charming freedom that they would chat 
with boys from West Point or Annapo- 
lis the young women sit through the 
summer evenings on the piazzas prat- 
tling musical nonsense in the ears of 
the Japanese officers, who appear to 
enter into the spirit of tbe moment with 
keen enjoyment. Many of the summer 
girls declare that the Russians are too 
sedate and serious, so they prefer the 
society of the Japanese.

EACH STATE TO HAVE MAIN CABAL 


Vast Dam to Be Built »ar Ynma. 


Ariz—It Will Be or the Indian Well 
Type—Complete Syxtern of Drain- 
age Canals Planned to Prevent Ir- 
rigated Laud From Becoming AVa- 
terlugKcd and Alkaline.' 


The great west is BOW alive with ir- 


rigation schemes in embryo. 
Under 


the Carey act the United States gov- 
,,...,.*. ^,>. 
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tiou of millions of acres of arid lands. 
In the California building at the Lewis 
and Clark exposition in Portland is a 
model of the famous Laguna irriga- 
tion dam near Yuuia, Ariz., from which 
may be obtained a clear idea as to the 
working of this enormous irrigation 
system. The model, which is made of 
plaster, sand and small rock, mounted 
on a board '•% by 7 feet, is the work of 
John 11. Prince of the Los Angeles 
staff of the United States geological 
survey. 


Laguna dam, the first and most near- 


ly completed of the several important 
irrigatlou projects undertaken by the 
United States government, is beiug 
built iu the foothills of the Sierra 
Madrc mountains iu southern Cali- 
fornia at a point ten miles northeast 
of Yiuna in a cup of the hills where 
the Colorado river attains its greatest 
width. In no sense will the dam be a 
storage reservoir. 
It is to be con- 


structed solely as a settling basin to 
free the water of the Colorado river 
from sediment a«d render it most 
available for irrigation of arid lands. 


This dam and its associated works, 


the whole comprising what is known 
as the Yuma project, will require at 
least two years to build. The dam is 
to be of the Indian well type, 4,780 
feet long; will have a maximum height 
of nineteen feet iu the river channel 
and a minimum of ten feet across the 
valley, with a maximum sea level ele- 
vation of 257 feet iu the river channel 
and a minimum sea level elevation of 
233 feet across the valley, and the 
apron of the clam will have a width of 
fifty feet 'on the average level of the 
river bed. Tbe clam will raise the low 
water level of the river ten feet. 


There will be utilized in the con- 


struction of the darn 356,500 cubic 
yards of loose rock for'filling, 27,150 
cubic yards of rubble concrete for ma- 
sonry, 80,000 square yards of rubble 
pavement two feet thick and 53,000 
linear feet of sheet piling. This im- 
mense settling basin will have a max- 
imum width of two and three-fourths 
miles and an average 'width of one 
rniie. It will be ten miles long. Wa- 
ter will be discharged over the entire 
length of the dam at an estimated flood 
height of four and one-half feet. 


The sluiceway on the Arizona side 


of the dam will be excavated in solid 
granite to an average level of the river 
bed and will be 110 feet wide, 800 feet 
long and IS feet deep. It will be capa- 
ble of discharging 24,000 cubic feet of 
water per second at high water. The 
sluiceway on the California side will 
be similarly excavated to a width of 
40 feet, a length of SCO feet and a 
depth of 18 feet and will have a capac- 
ity of 7,000 cubic feet per second un- 
der the same conditions. 
On the 


Arizona side there will be three sluice- 
gates of the Stoney type and one on 
the California side. Each will be 33 1-3 
feet long and 18 feet higto and will be 
operated by electrical hoisting mechan- 
ism. From the top of the sluiceways 
water to a depth of from 1 to 1.65 feet 
will be drawn off for irrigation pur- 
poses by the operation of tbe canal 
headgates, the surface water being 
freer of sediment than the water of 
the lower depths. 


One main canal, ten miles long, with 


a carrying capacity of 2,000 cubic feet 
of water per second, and three main 
laterals will be constructed on the 
California aide. On the Arizona'side 
there will be a main canal sixteen 
miles long, with a capacity of 1,000 
cubic feet per second; two branch 
canals, one twenty-one miles long, with 
a capacity of C32 cubic feet; the other, 
fifteen miles long, with a capacity of 
240 cubic feet, and twenty-six main 
laterals, eighty miles long. The total 
length of the canal and its laterals 
will be 132 miles. Levees will be built 
on each side of the Colorado and Gula 
rivers from the Laguna dam to the 
Mexican boundary line and they will 
be constructed on the plan found to be 
satisfactory oil thf lower Mississippi. 
A complete system of drainage canals 
will be built to prevent irrigated land 
from becoming waterlogged and alka- 
line. 
Irrigdhle lands on the Arizona 


side embraced in the Yuma project are: 
Valley lands. 07,000 acres; mesa lands, 
25.000 acres; the total available for ir- 
rigation by water pumped. 122,000 
acres. There are corresponding irriga- 
ble lands on the California side aggro- 
gating 17.000 acres, all of which are 
contained in the Yuma Indian reserva- 
tion. The ilraiuago area of the Colo- 
rado river (i. e.. the watershed) above j 
'he s;te for the Lagunn dam is approxi- 
mate'}" 175,^00 square miles.
